Attempts by eastern man¬ 
ufacturers to have their 
"highly reactive” chemical 
exempted from air pollution 
control regulations were de¬ 
feated last week by the 
Board of Supervisors on mo¬ 
tion of Warron Dorn. 

Dorn, in moving to deny 
the petition by six manu¬ 
facturers of the solvent 
trichloroethylene, said the 
liquid is "a potent air con¬ 
taminant that contributes to 
the photochemical smog 
problem. 

"To exempt this chemical 
from rogu.lations would be 
a breach of faith with the 
people of Los Angeles .Coun¬ 
ty and with other mannfac- 
turers who have worked 
closely with the Air Pollu¬ 
tion Control District in the 
battle against smog,” Dorn 
said. 

“Any weakening of con¬ 
trols is unthinkable,” he 
added. 

He pointed out that the 
county is the recognized 
leader in control of station¬ 
ary sources and "we must 
retain this leadership and 
urge the state to adopt strict 
cmmisslon standards for 
automobiles — the major 
cause of air pollution—over 
which ths state has jurisdic¬ 
tion.” 

Dorn also .said the fed¬ 
eral government should 
"shoulder its responsibilities 
and permit the importation 
of more natural gas in order 
to rediuce fuel oil burning 
in plants.”

Should Be Short-Circuited 


Despite plenty of evidence that governmental bureaus 
leave much to be desired as economic planners and man¬ 
agers, they neverrheless strive ceaselessly to extend their 
control over the affairs of private citizens. One effort to 
extend such control is embraced in the proposed electric 
power reliability act now before Congress. 

Under it, the Federal Power Commission and regional 
councils would usurp management functions in the electric 
light and power industry on the assumption, as The Wall 
Street Journal puts it, that they . are better equip¬ 

ped to plan, construct and run electric utilities than the 
managements of individual companies. Since the investor- 
owned utilities’ record of continuity of service is 99.99 per 
cent ,it seems a highly dubious assumption.” It then noted 
that while the proposed reliability legislation vested wide 
management authority in the FPC and the councils, it was 
unaccompanied by any financial responsibility. “ . . . . 
nothing guarantees that the FPC-council determination of 
what it considers to be good for a utility would be an 
operation the utility could afford.” 

The Journal questioned the merits of the power reli¬ 
ability act on other grounds and then concluded, “So far, 
the most reliable tiling about it seems to be that it would 
increase governmental supervision and control of electric 
power producers, without in any way increasing electric 
power reliability for the consumer . . . the . . . bill 
ought to be short-circuited.”
